Gen. Buller's first military service 
was during the China war of ISI if). He 
fought in nearly a dozen African wars, 
lnclurlng the Zulu war of IST!), the first 
Boer war of ISS I, the Egyptian war of 
3882 and the Soudan campaign of 1884. 
During the Zulu war he won the Vic­ 
toria cross. 
Gen. Buller belonged to an old Dev­ 
onshire family aud was highly connect­ 
ed socially, He was an iron disciplinar­ 
ian, but was loved by his men because 
he never asked them to go where be 
was not willing to lead. 
Despite' the 
South African reverses which tarnished 
his reputation as a soldier he remained 
the idol of the British masses until the 
end.

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FlJBLIC OPINION STRONGER THAN LAW. 
B y Secretary Root. 
In the vast majority of oases 
men refrain from criminal conduct 
because they are unwilling to In­ 
cur in the community in which 
they live the public condemnation 
and obloquy which would follow a 
repudiation of the standard of con­ 
duct prescribed by that communi­ 
ty for its members. 
Where It hap­ 
pens that the law and public opin­ 
i o n ! ; boot. 
ion point different ways, the latter 
is invariably the stronger. 
The force of law is in 
the public opinion which prescribes it. 
Social esteem 
and standing, power and high place in the professions, 
in public office, In all associated enterprise, depend upon 
conformity to the standard of conduct In the community. 
Loss of these Is the most terrible penaTfy^society can in- 
flict. 
The rules of international law are enforced by the 
same kind of sanction, less certain and peremptory, but 
continually increasing in effectiveness of control. 
“A decent respect to Hie opinions of mankind" did not 
begin or end among nations with the American declara­ 
tion of independence; but it is interesting that the first 
public national act in the New World should be an ap­ 
peal to that universal international public opinion, the 
power and effectiveness of which the New World has 
done so much to promote. 


KEEP IDLERS OUT OF COLLEGE. 
By Dr. J. H. Canfield of Columbia University. 
Extraordinary care should be taken not to 
admit applicants who are unfit to profit by 
university education. 
Not everyone who Is 
scholastically prepared ought to be permit­ 
ted to take up a college course, much less en­ 
couraged to do so. 
It Is on the side of char­ 
acter and characteristics that the utmost care 
Is needed, that the most exact Information 
should he sought—the very point at which 
most American colleges show greatest Indifference anti 
least willingness to accept responsibility. 
It Is entirely true that a policy of exclusion needs to 
be adalid stored with greatest sympathy as wrel! as with 
extraordinary care. 
But It should be remembered that 
the path of every worthy student ought: to be kept as free 
and clear as possible, and that the reputation of the 
university must tx' considered nod maintained. 
Said an Oxford officer, speaking of students who bare 
ly meet the formal academic requirements of a bachelor’s 
degree, generally known as pass men: 
‘‘The presence of 
a pass man in a university Is an anomaly closely and dan­ 
gerously bordering upon a scandal." 
It is sadly to be feared that some American Institu­ 
tions have so long endured frivolous <nd Idle men, for 
one reason or another, that they really fear to apply 
tho knife.

Faithful friends of the white man. 
comrades of the pioneer and the soldier 
In battle with the Sioux and the Chey­ 
enne, the Crow, or Absnrake, are now 
passing from the face of the earth al­ 
most forgotten. 
The tribe inhabits a 
splendid reservation In southern Mon­ 
tana, and the whites are striving to 
open It for settlement, which causes 
protest from the 
Crows 
a 
protest 
which will go unheeded. 
Gratitude for 
past favors done should protect the 
Absn rake today, but when did the 
white man show gratitude to the Indian 
who owned good lands? 
The Crow, according to some eth­ 
nologists, arc of the 
Shoshoni 
race, 
while others classify them as a branch 
of the Dakota. 
They are probably a 
mixture *if (bo two moos. crvKtnlliy.ed- 
into a compact tribe by the exigencies 
of war aud tin* pressure of powerful 
enemies, 
It is doubtful if they ever 
numbered more than 4,500 souls -that 
was an estimate placed on them by 
.'at I iii seventy years ago 
and they now 
total about 1,700. The decrease among 
them has been greater in time of peace 
than when they were at war. In ISSI 
they numbered 2,220; this number fell 
to 2,450 iii I SSS. and bas now shrunk to 
about 1,720. Consumption is mainly re­ 
sponsible for the immense death rate of 
the tribe. 
The Crows are of great stature, and 
proud, yet courteous bearing. 
As war 
liers, they ranked high 
among 
tin* 
tribes, and. for their small number, did 
splendid fighting against tin* 
Sioux, 
Cheyenne and Blackfoot. 
Their Mon­ 
tana bunting range was one of the rich­ 
est ii* the country, and tho Absarake 
managed to hold it despite the ceaseless

numerous f ass. 
Fit rn the first arrival of the wldte 
mail, the Crow nation was tin* new­ 
comer’s friend. 
The Crow warriors 
fought In countless battles with the 
prairie terrors, and it was a ('row who 
alone escaped from the slaughter of the 
Custer massa en*. 
O f late years the Absarake have tab

officials, culminated late vest* nia> af­ 
ternoon in an occurrence which th re a t­

T h e ir spurt for the final 
I hundred yards was just begun when 
suddenly one of the officials rushed 
onto th" track, the tape across the 
finish was torn down, and the race 
was declared void. 
It was hard for a 
time to understand what had oeemred, 
but

pronouncement 
was 
that Fat pent* r had fouled I lalsowi lh* 
at th*1 turn. 
E verybody close to ibis 
spot had not ired that the three m oi 
had swerved toward the outside of the 
track as thew came around the bend 
at a lei rile 
pace, hut there were no 
signs cf a deliberate toil! visible to 
I those in the pm ss stands. 
An uproar followed such as seldom 
or never was witnessed on an athletic 
field. 
Officials of the A m ateu r Ath- 
letic association with whom the arena 
has been filled since th*’ opening of 
the games, ran along tin edges of th* 
track 
shouting 'foul" and appeared 
even more excited than the 
m im ers, 
who, with the « xcepti* ti of T a y lur, con­ 
tinued th*1 t nee to die finish, ( 'ary* li­ 
ter passing th e post first Kolduns sec* 
• ond a u d 
H a l s e w e l l e 
third. 
Taylor, 
who w a s a 
c o n s i d e ra b l e 
d i s t a n c e in 
I the r e a r , was dragged off lh*' track by 
one of t h e e x c i t e d c fficlals. w h o s h o u t ­ 
ed airt he While thai it w as n o race. 
Tile American contingents sent up 
a yell of delight, as their man had ap ­ 
parently captured the I are, which had 
been predicted for the Britisher, while 
the vast 
audience tilling the other 
itands sat 
silent, not 
knowing th*1 
cause* of (Ii** excite merit in the ateua. 
Then the annotine* r mach* the brief 
statem ent through a megaphone that 
the race had been declared void, but 
no reason was given. 
Still not know­ 
ing why, a great British cheer broke 
out and continued for seve ral minutes, 
men who could not under any circum ­ 
stances have seen the incident eyeing 
fo u l’’ l o u d e r t h a n t h o s e s i t t i n g oppo­ 
site the* s p o t 
w h e r e t h e a l l e g e d foul 
was said to have taken pl .tee, and who 
seeing Halsewelle taking a wide turn 
thought it a m i s t a k e in j u d g m e n t , as 
he had lots of room to pass ( ’arpent* r 
on either side. 
Tile uproar continued for nearly half 
an hour, and as the people poured out 
of the stands the arguments were tak 
en up in th e aisles and gateways by 
excited thousands, and the race 
is 
still the subject of the bitterest w rang­ 
ling everywhere. 
Matthew P. Hal pin. the m anag er of 
the American race, who was in the 
arena, immediately entered a protest 
claiming the race for Carpenter, who 
had done the distance according to un­ 
official 
watches, 
in 
the 
remarkable 
time of 48 2-5 seconds, some watches 
making it even less. 
A comm ittee meeting of the Ama­ 
teur Athletic association, the details of 
which have not been made public, was 
called, and the judges w'ho rendered 
the decision and Halsewelle was called 
to state their case. 
Neither any m em ­ 
ber of the American committee nor 
any one of the three American r u n ­ 
ners, however, was called on to make 
any statement, and the committee af­ 
ter upward of two hours’ considera­ 
tion, rendered the following decision: I 
“Th© judges decide the race void | 
and order the same to be run over 


again on Saturday at noon. 
Carpenter 
is disqualified.” 
When they heard the decision the 
members of the American committee 
met and passed a resolution ordering 
the men not to run on Saturday. 
America is not alone in her protes­ 
tations against unfair treatment. 
Sw e­ 
den has withdrawn all her men from 
the Graeco-Roman wrestling contests I 
on the ground that one of the Swedish 
representatives, Anderson, was nut air­ 
ly deprived of a bout yesterday. 
Whatever may be the facts in the 
unfortunate episode, beth the english 
and the Americans firmly believe that 
their men are absolutely right and the 
others wholly wrong, and the result 
is likely to be extremely damaging to 
Anglo American athletics for years to 
come. 
The British public takes sport 
more seriously than any oiher nation. 
has full* st confidence in the English 
judges, and acor pts their decisions in 
international events with implicit con­ 
fidence. 
Moreover, 
the 
Englishman 
concerned in 
this (-vent, lieutenant 
I [alsweill1, is a gentil man t f the high­ 
est standing and an officer of a popu­ 
lar regiment, which counts for much 
with his countryman, who are certain 
that he would not knowingly profit by 
an unfair ruling in his own favor. 
It is an undeniable fact that Ameri­ 
can a hletes have not boon popular in 
England since the Cornell rowing « pi- 
sode. 
The 
public mind has been 
charged with the belief that American 
amateurs are tainted with profession­ 
alism, and 
this suspicion has been 
vastly increased by charges of the sort 
reproduced from American magazines. 
No one attending this Olympia could 
fail to notice the disinclination of the 
public to applaud American victories, 
and the 
games 
officials 
apparently 
have thought iii*' American competi­ 
tors 
needed 
sharp 
watching. 
I In 
Americans hav*' been conscious of iii*' 
atmosphere of suspicion surrounding 
them and have done their utmost to 
win victories so cleanly that no one 
could grumble. 
All the men agree that Trainer Mi­ 
chael .Murphy called the runners to 
egther before the start of ihe race, aud 
in telling th*rn what a good man they 
had to heat and how careful they had 
to bo on account of the statem ents in 
*“ 
the papers that Americans would try j ~ 
unfair play, cautioned them to be fair I 
above all things and to run their hard- ^ 
est. They all say they were doing this - - 
and nothing more. 
F. Leroy Holmes of Chicago also I - 
bad an unpleasant experience with the 
sp e c tai ors. 
He was giving a splendid 
exhibition in tho standing high jump, 
when wttoiouf any canso whatever, the 
spectators commenced to “boo." 
This 
got so bad thai the referee 11 ail to call 
out that if th** disturbance did not stop 
the jumping would lie postponed. This 
threat served to bring quiet, although 
Holmes had been made very uncom­ 
fortable. 
This aud other signs of ill-feeling 
toward lh*' Americans has not escaped 
the notice of continental visitors, the 
French correspondents who have been 
following Hie sports particularly con­ 
demning th*' wa> in which the Ameri­ 
cans have bren treated anti after the 
IOO metres race ami th* Holmes inci­ 
dent they* with others of (heil coun­ 
trymen, took up the arguments in be­ 
half of ! I1*1 American c ase.

entangled in the canvas and ropes in 
an instant, but all escaped serious ni­ 
le; y. 
T i t e r * 
were m a r!) fifty men in the ; 
regimental guard tent of the T e n th i 
regiment when Pie storm bruke ami 
f**w escaped without injury. 
The men I 
of the Second brigade, whose tents : 
were pitched in the low land, wore I 
forced to sw im to safety. 
When ti'.*' storm swept down upon 
the camp, there were hundreds cf vis­ 
i t o rs present 
Scores of men and 
women sought shelter in the Young 
Men s Christian Association tent. This 
immense tent was tossed Iik♦ • a toy 
balloon in a gale of wind, but strange- j 
ly enough, not one person was injured. '
